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The  present  condition  of  the  schools  of  this  tcvn  as  compared 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  shows  considerable  permanent  im- 
provement. 

The  quality  of  the  work  done  in  most  of  cur  schools  has  been 
such  as  to  highly  commend  itself  and  speak  well  for  the  teachers 
employed.  The  teachers,  as  a  rule,  have  labored  faithfully  and 
earnestly  to  do  successful  work,  and  in  most  cases  have  succeeded 
in  accomplishing  good  results.  A  few  have  failed  to  maintain  the 
discipline  desired  and  to  teach  successfully  the  schools  in  which  they 
were  placed,  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  the  scholars  attending,  their 
parents,  and  myself.  Such  failures,  if  you  may  term  them  such, 
can  be  attributed,  in  most  cases,  to  a  lack  of  experience  in  teaching 
and  in  some  instances,  not  otherwise  being  adapted  to  the  various 
needs  of  the  schools.  In  no  case,  I  think,  could  their  scholarship 
be  justly  questioned,  and  all  have  been  billing  to  listen  to  and 
adopt  any  suggestion  from  me,  as  to  the  manner  and  method  of 
instruction,  and  to  co-operate  with  your  Supervisor  in  endeavoring 
to  maintain  in  their  respective  schools  that  government  which  is 
absolutely  essential  to  their  best  interest  and  welfare,  and  in  all  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  general  improvement  of  the  schools.  It 
has  been  necessary  for  your  Supervisor,  in  one  or  two  cases,  to  sug- 
gest and  recommend  to  teachers  that  in  instances  where  they  deem 
some  punishment  necessary  to  be  inflicted  on  disobedient  scholars, 
hat  they  consider  carefully  what  punishment  the  offence  for  which 
tfhe  scholar  has  been  guilty,  merics.  and  inflict  corporal  punishment 
only  when  other  forms  of  punishment  have  failed  to  secure  obedi- 
ence: and  in  all  cases  to  inflict  such  punishment  as  a  last  resort,  and 
then  only  such  as  is  adequate  to  the  offence  committed.  It  has  been 
the  experience  of  your  Supervisor,  as  a  teacher  for  ten  years,  in 
both  graded  and  ungraded  schools,  that  good  government  can  be 
maintained  in  most  schools,  without  the  infliction  of  but  little,  if 
any,  corporal  punishment. 

It  is  recommended  that  school  agents,  who  are  the  hiring  of- 
ficers, consider  carefully  the  various  needs  of  their  respective  schools, 
and  employ  no  person  as  teacher  whom  they  do  not  feel  reasonable 
ccrtuin  is  capable,  not  considering  scholarship,  of  teaching  the 


school  for  which  he  or  she  is  employed  and  making  it  a  decided 
success.  And  if  such  a  teacher  is  found  to  retain  him  or  her.  if 
possible,  in  the  same  school  throughout  the  year;  for  having  in  one 
term  become  somewhat  acquainted  with  the  scholars  and  the  needs 
of  the  school,  no  one  will  question  but  that  the  same  teacher  can 
much  more  successfully  teach  the  school  the  second  and  third  terms, 
than  the  first. 

The  right  education  of  our  children  in  our  public  schools  is 
and  ought  to  be  an  interest  near  and  dear  to  every  parent  and  citi- 
zen, and  although  many  doubtless  recognize  and  appreciate  this 
fact,  yet  that  sympathy  and  support  to  teachers  and  scholars  from 
them,  which  do  so  much,  is  seldom  given.  No  fault  is  found  but 
that  the  citizens  of  this  town  do  their  duty  in  raising  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  for  the  support  of  schools,  for,  in  fact,  the  town 
has  been  quite  liberal,  for  the  past  few  years,  in  appropriating 
money  for  school  purposes.  But  the  fact  is,  parents  do  not  mani- 
fest that  interest  in  the  schools  and  visit  them,  which  would  of  it- 
self do  so  much  to  encourage  both  teachers  and  scholars,  and  at  the 
same  time  give  tlrmselves  a  correct  idea  of  some  of  the  difficulties 
met  by  teachers,  the  methods  of  instruction,  and  the  work  there 
being  done  by  teucher  and  scholar.  The  children  in  our  public 
schools  need  much  encouragement  from  parents  in  their  school 
work,  for  to  too  many  it  is  unpleasant  and  disagreeable,  and  being 
such,  far  too  many  leave  our  common  schools  before  they  have  ac- 
quired even  the  rudiments  of  an  education. 

Xo  schools  have  been  maintained  in  districts  Nos.  4.  11,  17 
and  19.  The  money  apportioned  to  these  districts  has  been  ex- 
pended for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars  in  them,  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts in  which  these  scholars  attended,  and  which  is  shown  in  the 
tabular  form.  The  sum  of  $5.00  was  paid  for  the  transportation 
of  several  small  scholars  from  district  No.  4  to  district  Xo.  10.  the 
district  in  which  the  money  apportioned  No.  4  was  expended. 
The  money  apportioned  district  No.  1 1  was  expended  in  districts 
Nos.  3  and  14,  as  some  of  the  scholars  in  that  district  attended 
school  in  Xo.  ■"»  an:l  some  in  No.  14,  it  being  much  more  convenient 
for  them  to  do  so. 


Most  of  out  school- houses  in  town  are  in  fairly  good  condition, 
but  in  two  or  three  districts  the  school  buildings  are  sadly  in  need 
of  being  repaired  and  refurnished.  It  is  hoped  that  in  these  dis- 
tricts the  necessary  repairs  will  be  made  the  coming  year  and  that 
the  same  will  be  refurnished  with  new  and  modern  desks. 

In  one  »>('  these  districts,  your  Supervisor  is  informed,  several 
attempts  have  been  made  to  get  a  vote  of  the  district  to  either  re- 
pair or  rebuild  the  school-house,  and,  although  it  is  in  such  a  condi- 
tion as  to  render  it  entirely  unfit  to  hold  a  term  of  school  in,  except 
ii:  lli'.  summer,  all  attempts  to  raise  any  money  to  rebuild  or  repair 
it  have  failed  and  :t  may  jet  become  necessary  for  the  town  to  take 
action,  before  a  school-house  is  had  in  (his  district  suitable  to  hold 
a  term  of  school  in. 

In  one  other  district  the  school  house  should  be  removed  to 
another  location  and  entirely  rebuilt,  as  its  location  now  is  nearly 
surrounded  by  woods  and  is  both  wet  and  dark,  and  consequently 
unhealthily.  The  school-houses  in  districts  Xos.  I  and  11  have 
not  been  used  for  school  purposes  for  several  fears,  and  are  now 
fast  going  to  decay. 

Nearly  all  of  out  schools  are  poorly  supplied  witli  school  ap- 
pliances, although  dining  the  past  year,  an  excellent  map  of  the 
tinted  States  has  been  purchased  by  most  of  the  agents  for  their 
schools.  This  is  a  move  in  the  light  direction,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
each  district  will  add  some  school  appliance  the  coming  year.

This  year,  the  same  as  last,  terms  of  free  high  school  have  been 
maintained  in  districts  Nos.  2  and  7. 

The  fall  term  of  twelve  weeks  in  district  Xo.  2  was  taught  by 
Mr.  C.  D.  Boothb^-  of  Saco,  as  principal,  and  Miss  Minnie  F. 
Waugh,  as  assistant. 

The  school  in  this  district  included  the  classes  of  the  high 
and  grammar  grades  of  the  village  school  and  quite  a  number  of 
scholars  from  other  districts  in  town  ;  also  a  few  scholars  were  ad- 
mitcd  from  other  towns,  from  whom,  tuitions  amounting  to  $19.26 
have  been  received  and  paid  over  to  the  town  treasurer.  A  small 
amount  is  still  due  from  such  scholars  for  tuitions. 

This  term  of  school  in  this  district  was  very  satisfactory  and 
<he  examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  at  the  close  of  the  term 
showed  an  advancement  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  done  during 
the  term,  highly  commendable  to  both  teachers  and  scholars.

The  fall  term  of  ten  weeks  in  district  No.  7  K.  Madison)  was 
taught  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Hunt  of  Wilton.  Mr.  Hunt's  long  experience 
as  a  teacher,  and  his  ability,  both  as  a  disciplinarian  and  instructor, 
made  this  term  a  very  profitable  one.  and  it  was  hoped  that  he 
could  be  retained  for  the  winter  term,  but  could  not. 
Total  number  enrolled  in  this  district.  25 
Average  number  attending.  -<> 

It  was  intended  to  use  the  gieater  part  of  the  amount  unex- 
pended for  a  short  term  of  free  high  school  in  district  No.  7.  in 
connection  with  the  w inter  term  of  the  regular  district  school;  but 
as  this  term  closed  somewhat  unexpected  at  the  close  of  the  eighth 
week,  none  of  this  money  was  used,  and  there  remains  unexpended 
the  sum  of  $97.7  ").  which  should  be  expended  in  district  No.  7.  or 
in  some  other  district  in  the  East  part  of  the  town,  otherwise  the 
proportion  of  the  free  high  school  resources,  to  which  this  part  of 
the  town  is  entitled,  will  not  be  expended  there. 

Also  this  school  should  be  held  and  the  money  i  xponded  before 
the  first  day  of  June  next,  so  that  a  return  Can  be  made  to  the 
State,  as  required,  that  we  have  expended  at  least  the  sum  of  $500, 
and  consequently  are  entitled  to  receive  from  the  State  one-half 
that  amount,  82.30. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  raise  the  sum  of  -S^.H)  for  the  sup- 
port of  free  high  schools  the  corning  year.

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It  has  been  found  necessary,  during  the  year  to  purchase 
many  more  books  in  order  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  scholars  than 
was  anticipated,  and  althought  no  more  books  have  been  bought 
than  was  actually  needed, "  the  expensj  of  the  same  could  not  be 
kept  within  the  appropriation,  $300  .  All  the  schools  in  town 
are  now  well  supplied  with  books,  and  as  there  arc  some  of  the 
different  kinds  used  in  town,  undistributed,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
purchase  but  a  limited  number  the  coming  j-ear. 

A  change  of  Readers  has  been  made  during  the  year,  on  very 
favorable  terms  to  the  town,  and  contracts  made  with  the  publish- 
ers of  the  readers  introduced,  to  furnish  the  same  at  fixed  prices 
for  a  term  of  years.  As  the  introduction  of  the  readers  is  not  fully 
completed  the  bills  for  the  same  have  not  been  received  and  paid, 
so  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  the  appropriation  for  text 
books  the  coming  school  year  an  amount  sufficiently  large  to  meet 
these  bills,  as  well  as  the  purchase  for  the  year.

The  Davis  Readeis,  a  four  book  series,  hafire  been  adopted  for 
use  in  the  Primary  ami  Intermediate  Grades  of  school  in  District 
No.  2,  and  have  been  found  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  clashes  of 
thi  se  grades.  The  first  and  second  reader*  of  this  series  are  us  d 
in  the  classes  of  the  Piimary  Grade,  and  the  Third  and  Fourth  i:i 
those  of  the  Intermediate. 

The  Harper's  and  Sainton's  series  of  readers  have  also  been 
introduced  and  about  an  equal  number  of  copies  of  each  series  has 
been  distributed.  The  number  of  districts  in  which  each  series  Ins 
been  placed  is  also  the  same,  so  that  an  interchange  of  these  scries 
can  readily  be  made  from  one  district  to  another  having  about  tl.e 
same  number  of  copies,  and  thus  the  scholars  in  both  districts  easily 
supplied  witli  new  reading,  without  that  expense  to  the  town,  which 
would  result  from  the  introduction  of  u  new  scries  of  readers  into 
all  the  school  The  Lippincott  Headers  had  been  used  in  our 
school  for  several  years  and  there  "was  much  dissatisfaction  express- 
ed with  them,  and  a  strong  demand  from  both  teachers  and  scholars 
for  something  new. 

In  introducing  different  .series  of  readers  to  be  used  in  different 
schools  at  the  same  time,  your  Supervisor  followed  the  plan  adopted 
in  many  of  the  towns  of  this  State  and  which  has  proved  very  satis- 
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no  greater  than  if  only  one  scries  had  been  introduced. 

CONCLUSION. 

My  official  connection  with  the  educational  interests  of  this 
town,  both  as  teacher  and  as  a  member  of  the  Superintending 
Board,  has  always  been  most  pleasant  and  agreeable.  It  has  been 
my  earnest  endeavor  to  look  carefully  after  all  our  school  interests 
and  to  use  every  effort  to  further  their  advancement  and  improve- 
ment. During  this  time  it  has  been  deeply  gratifying  to  your 
Supervisor,  to  see  a  greater  interest  maifested  in  our  schools,  and 
continued  improvement  being  made.  And  although  my  duties  as 
Supervisor  of  Schools,  for  the  past  year,  have  consumed  much  more 
of  my  time  than  expected, /\*ct  it  has  been  willingly  given,  and  the 
work,  for  the  greater  part,  pleasant  and  interesting.  I  desire  to 
acknowledge  that  I  appreciate  the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents 
and  citizens  in  all  my  efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  schools, 
and  also  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  teachers  and 
scholars.
